To the Kditor of "Our Town": 

Occasionally a- copy of "Our Town" 
reaches my eyes anil J always wonder 
if the people who write some things, 
realize how far their words travel. He 
fore Christmas, 1 was tempted to say 
my words and now again this time 
I shall follow my inclination. 

I wish sometimes I could open the 
paper and see that somebody has said 
something good about somebody ill 
Narherth.

For three years I had the opportunity

constantly kicked. As individuals they, 
as you and 1 are not infallible, as a 
unit they work for your best interests, 
with their best ability. Those who 
do not come in personal touch, have 
no idea what a tremendous responsi- 
bility and worry it is to spend other 
people's taxes as well as their own 
fget the last) to the best advantage. 

The men don't enjoy those meetings,

Charles P. Steinmetz, electrical genius 
nnd one of the oustanding figures of 
modern times, has recently expressed 
his views on the educational problem. 
He is a member of the Schnoetady 
School Board, to which he gives much 
of his time that the educational facili- 
ties of that city may be made second 
to none. He knows the value of edu- 
cation—better, in fact, than most men, 
for were it not for educational ad- 
vantages gained in early youth he 
might still be a penniless immigrant. 

While the opinions on school matters 
which he recently expressed to a repre- 
sentative of the American Magazine 
and later published in that periodical, 
referred specifically to conditions in 
Schnoetady, they nevertheless have a 
very familiar ring. Change " Schnect- 
ady" to "Narherth," and the applica- 
tion is perfect. He might just as well 
have appeared here in person and used 
his logic in favor of the School Loan. 

This is what Charles P. Steinmetz 
has to say to every voter in Narberth: 

"For quite a number of years, off 
and on, according to changes in munici- 
pal politics, I have been a member of 
the local Board of Education, and have 
been trying to give the children more 
and better schools. I think I have 
helped to accomplish this to some ex- 
tet, although at times it has been a dis- 
couraging struggle. 

"The chief thing of which I com- 
plain is the attitude of a certain type 
of citizen who persists in regarding the 
public schools as a side issue in munici- 
pal affairs. To my thinking, nothing 
is more important to us, both as a na- 
tion and as individuals. 

"A certain class of people think they 
cannot send their children to the public 
schools because the conditions are not 
-s they should be. And that is often 
true. But 1 contend that the public 
schools should be made good enough for 
'anybody's children. If they are hot 
good enough for yours or for mine, then 
they are not good enough for the chil- 
dren of anyone else. 

"My grandchildren-— the two sons 
and the daughter of my adapted son — 
attended the public schools here until, 
owing to a lack of new buildings, *here 
was not room enough for all the pupils. 
When that time came, we placed my 
grandchildren in private s-chools. But 
my idea is that the best in education 
should he within the reach of any boy 
or girl, not merely for the favored few. 

"A good many self-made men con- 
demn the college. It seems to me that 
they are condemning what they know 
nothing about. What would have be- 
come of me, for example, when I land- 
ed in this country a penniless immi- 
grant, if it had not been for my edu- 
ca t ion ? 

"People ask me what enables one 
mnii to achieve, while the men around 
him remain on a dead level of inferior- 
ity. It is a hard question to answer. 
But it seems to me that my own ease 
is fairly typical. I inherited a certain 
type of mind. I was fortunate in hav- 
ing a fathor who encouraged me to be 
ambitious and who gave me the chance 
to get an education which prepared me 
for a career I was naturally fitted to 
follow."
